FOOD A PUBLIC UTILITY 

All over the country, and all over the world, 
for that matter, people are taking over public 
utilities, such as_ street railways, waterworks, 
electric and gas lighting plants, etc., and during 
the war the government took over the railroads, 
telegraph and express. The government was a 
fizzle as to its experiment, but it was not the 
fault of the theory, but the dishonesty and in- 
competency of government officials. Because the 
government met up with hundreds of millions 
deficiency is no’ sign whatever that the govern- 
ment should not own and operate such public 
utilities, and do so not only cheaply and efficiently 
as private corporations but much more so. The 
citieg and communities owning their own street 
railways, lighting plants and waterworks make a 
very good success of it as a general rule, and 
the farmers who own their own irrigating, sys- 
tems wouldn't think of turning them over to cor- 
oorations. Why, then, is our food supply not so 
regulated? Tf food is not a public utility, what 
s it? If prices on it keep where they are at 
oresent some of us are going to forget what it 
is, for lack of opportunity to get acquainted with 
it, All staple articles of food are regulated now 
by ironclad trusts, and they combine and fix 
prices APbitrarily, without regard even to supply 
and demand, and the people either have to pay 
their price or go without. When there is more of 
any one kind of food than is thought expedient by 
a trust, instead of lowering the price on it they 
destroy the food, and thus millions of tons of 
perfectly good food is destroyed every year, while 
millions of people are starving for it all over the 
world. Such a system is all wrong. The idea of 
declaring food a public utility and regulating it 
by law is worthy of serious consideration.
